As  the  curtain  goes  up  on  the 
opening  scene  of  “King  Lear,” 
being  presented  Wednesday 
through  Saturday  by  Brigham 
Young  University  Theater,  the 
situation  on  which  the  play  re- 
volves is  revealed. 

Lear,  rash  and  hasty,  has 
planned  tO'  rid  himself  of  his 
worries  by  dividing  his  kingdom 
among  his  three  daughters,  Re- 
gan, Goneril  and  Cordelia.  Be- 
fore making  the  division,  he  asks 
each  daughter  to  proclaim  her 
love  for  him. 

THE  TWO  eldest  daughters. 
Goneril  and  Regan,  flatter  their 
father  with  hollow  claims  of 
love,  but  Cordelia  refu.ses  to  fol- 
low their  example  and  as  a re- 
sult is  disinherited.  When  the 
Earl  of  Kent,  Lear’s  courtier 
protests,  he  is  banished. 

Cordelia  has  been  betrothed  to 
the  Duke  of  Burgandy,  but  when 
he  realizes  her  penniless  state, 
he  refuses  to  wed  her.  The  King 
of  France,  however,  recognizes 
Cordelia’s  sincerity  and  takes 
her  as  his  betrothed. 

The  scene  concludes  with  Re- 
gan and  Goneril  planning  to 
curb  the  activities  of  Lear,  whom 
they  consider  senile.

Security  Council  Called 
In  Emergency  Session 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  Dec. 
7 (UPI) — The  Security  Council 
was  summoned  into  urgent  ses- 
sion today,  on  a Russian  demand 
for  the  immediate  release  of 
leftist  Premier  Ptrice  Lumumba 
of  the  Congo  and  the  disarming 
of  the  troops  of  Col.  Joseph  Mo- 
butu that  arrested  him  on  charg- 
es amounting  to  treason. 

Secretary-General  Dag  Ham- 
arskjold  planned  to  ge  before 
the  Council  for  a personal  de- 
fense of  his  Congo  policy  which 
has  been  under  attack  by  the 
Soviet  Union  ever  since  U.  N.  in- 
tervention in  the  troubled  Af- 
rican country. 

THE  COUNCIL  was  summon- 
ed at  the  demand  of  Soviet  Am- 
bassador Valerian  A.  Zorin,  who 
also  is  its  president  for  this 
month.  If  he  follows  the  prece- 
dent he  set  last  Saturday  night 
by  giving  the  floor  to  himself 
first,  he  was  capable  of  tying  up 
the  IT-nation  group  for  hours 
before  even  Hammarskjold  is 
recognized  to  speak.
